As for- the other categories, 3.S» 
of. the students received academic warnings, 2.6* were on. probation, 
2. 6X wei^e suspended, 1.1X were on ^^ft ended . probation, and 0^ 8X were ^ 
dismissed. The percentage of Black non-Higpanic students in the 
"warding," "probation," "suspension," and. "dismissal" categories 
115*1 -was-higher than the percentage of Hispanic and White 
non-Hispanic students in these categories (11. IX and 7.9S, 
resp/ectively) • However, in comparison with- Fall 1979 figures, the ' 
number of Black non-Hiispanic students in the "clears category 
increased 3. 2X, while the number of Hispanic and ihite non-Hispanic 
students in this category increased by only IX.

benefitting from the early wSrmng features of SOAP^r^^ 



Tables 2 through 5 present^la for each campus. In general these dataj 
are consistent with the college-wide trends already noted. Some slight ° 
variations. by campus occur, however, with North Campus and Medical Center 
Campus showing a slightly larger proportion of students in the Clear fcate- 
gory; Additionally, South Campus and New World Center Campus show a larger 
proper ti on ,;;0f students in the V/arning category rather than Suspension .as - 
compareii with college-wide data„ • ^ ■
